INTRODUCED 
AR WITH 
AUSTRIA 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—The res- 
elution for war against. Austria-Hun- 
gary was introduced yesterday in the 
House of the foreign affairs com-, 
mittee in the form and languags ap- 
proved “by President’ Witson. 


It. provides'a declaration that be- 
cause of Austria-Hungary’s warlike 
acts against the United States in 
support of her ally, Germany, a state 
of war exists at and after noon to- 
day. It also pledges the full re- 
sources of the United States to bring 
the war to a successful conclusion. 

The official text of the war reso- 
lution follows: 


Whereas, The imperial and 
royal Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment has shown its hosthity to 
the government and the people 
of the United States by severing 
diplomatic relations and hae 
formally adhered to the ruth- 
less policy of submarine war- 
fare adopted by its ally, the im- 
perial German government, 
with which the United States 
is at war, and has given to its 
ally” every support and aid on 
both land and sea in the pros- 
secution of the war against the 
government and people of ‘the 
United States of America; 
therefore, be it

Resolved, by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America, in 
Congress assembled, That a 
state of war be and is hereby 
declared to exist and to have 
existed since noon of the fifth

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec, 6—An- 
" nouneement was made today by 
Farnham P. Griffiths, the United 
States Shipping Poard’s® recruiting 
‘chief for California, that the govern- 
ment’s free navigation schools on 
‘the Pacific Coast will not be taken 
over by naval authorities and con- 
solidated with naval training 
schools, 

To the contrary, the navigation 
schools, which are traifiiing able sea- 
mey* for deck officers’ licenses in 
the new merchant marine, will op- 
wate ~ independently for many 
motiths to come. Griffiths has re- 
yeived word from Henry Howard, 
director of recruiting of the ship- 
ping board, that the present plan 
ts to continue the navigation schools 
until at least June 30, 1918. 

Althongh the thirty-five naviga- 
tion schools throughout the country 
are now turning out hundreds of 
‘trdfinca deck officers every month, 
there is an ever increasing demand 

+ Officers for the new merchant 
marine. There will be ho stopping 
‘n the training of able seamen as 
long as the shortage exists, 

“J don’t know from what source 
‘the rumor emanated to the effect 
that the navy was to take over the 
navigation schools,” said Chief Grif- 
fiths, “In order to settle the mat- 
ter I wired to Mr. Howard, who 
wired me in return that the réport 
was incorrect.” 

The enrollment at the local navi- 
gation school shows a big increase 
each yeek. ‘Those eligible to join 
the school are seamen with’ a mini- 
mum of two years’ deck service on 
oceangoing vessels. Sueh men are 
asked to apply to Captain James 
Guthrie, fifth floor, custom. house.
